would give Sedalians an idea of the 
wonderful work accomplished, which 
it is almost impossible to describe. 
Among the pieces of furniture which 
were completed Wednesday morning 
were eighteen cedar 
chests, 
twelve 
mahogany tables, two drawing tables, 
telephone stands, music stands, porch 
swings and benches, and, in fact, ev­ 
erything that adds to the convenience 
or luxury of the household. 
The pieces of furniture w'ere made 
during the past year by the students, 
each one furnishing his own material, 
but being assisted and instructed in 
the making of the designs by the pro­ 
fessors.

the other roads to be rocked .will be 
graded 24 feet wide (32 feet bfVw*een 
ditches), will have nine feet of rooty 
center, on each side of which, wifi be 
a 7Va feet wide rolled 
earth road­ 
way, heavily oiled; all rock surfaces 
will also be oiled. 
Clay county’s assessed valuation is 
$14,707,497, and a tax of levy of 81

LIABLE TO BECOME CHOKED 


Trouble Is Likely to Occur When Ani­ 
mals Attempt to Devour Vege­ 
tables Without Mastication. 


(By H. 8. EAKINS, Colorado Station.) 
Of all animals on the farm, cattle 
are, perhaps, the most liable to be­ 
come choked. 
Choking is most liable 
to result from attempting to swallow 
without mastication, carrots, turnips, 
potatoes, apples or sugar beets. 
Cat­ 
tle frequently choke from chewing 
leather, boot Heels, old rags and all 
sorts of unseemly things which could 
not be digested if swallowed, and the 
practice indicates a depraved appetite. 
In such cases, if the services of a 
veterinarian cannot be secured the 
owner will have to do the best be can 
alone, and the things that are usually 
done first should not be done at all. 
Attempting to pour w'ater down the 
throat usually results in most of it 
going into the lungs, and the renult 
is death of the animal, that might 
otherwise have been saved. 
A case of turnip choke came under 
observation recently. A sharp-pointed 
broomstick was thrust down into the 
throat in an effort to push the turnip 
downward, and the animal died from 
the injury. 
Less heroic efforts will 
usually relieve the animal. Whatever 
is attempted to relieve the sufferings 
animal, do not try the drench or the 
broomhandle.

Brings a Special Message. 
London, May 24.—The Exchange 
Telegraph company says it learns that 
Prince Von Buelow, former chancellor, 
is proceeding to Washington, charged 
by Emperor William with a special 
mission. 
It also says it understands 
Prince Von Buelow will become am­ 
bassador to the United States. 
Prince Von Buelow, one of the fore­ 
most statesmen of Europe, bas been 
referred to as the man who might be 
selected by Emperor William to con­ 
duct preliminary peace negotiations, 
should they be undertaken. 
He had 
been mentioned in this connection not 
only on account of his experience, but 
because he has occupied a detached 
position so far as actual conduct of 
the war is concerned. 
Late in 1914 the former chancellor 
was sent to Rome by the emperor and 
succeeded in delaying Italy’s declara­ 
tion of war on Austria. 
He is also 
credited with having prevented war 
between Germany and Italy. He then 
went to Switzerland, the reason be­ 
ing the ill health of his wife. 
From 
time to time it has been reported that 
he was engaged in peace negotiations, 
but so far as has been ascertained 
these were without foundation.

Burdens of Farm Women Lightened 
and Income Not Decreased— Sepa­ 
rator Is Most Essential. 


Some farmers are churning butter 
and selling it for less that they would 
receive from the sale of the cream 
which is used in making the butter. 
Prof. C. H. Eckles of the Missouri 
College 
of Agriculture 
points 
out 
three very good reasons why it is to 
the advantage of the Missouri farm 
ers to sell cream rather than to make 
butter to be sold at the local store. 
(I) Selling cream means less work for 
the women than making butter. 
(2) 
The cream will nearly always bring 
as much as the butter and often con 
Ridersbly more. 
(3) The cream buy­ 
ers offers a market for any quantity 
of cream at any time. 
Any system that will lighten the 
duties of the women on the farm with­ 
out decreasing the income should cer­ 
tainly be adopted. 
When cream is 
sold all that is necessary is to see 
that the cream is cooled after being 
separated and to take it along to town 
twice a week in winter and three 
times in summer. 
It may be that a few* farmers’ wives 
will find special customers that will 
take the butter at a price equal to 
that secured for cream, but that does 
not apply to many. Even then surplus 
butter will be left on hand at times. 
Again there may not be enough to 
supply the customers and dissatisfac­ 
tion will result. 
When selling cream 
these troubles do not come to annoy. 
Any quantity, much or little, can be 
sold to the cream buyer at any time 
and cash received on the spot. 
As a rule, unless the homemade but­ 
ter can be sold at an average price 
of 25 cents or more the year around, 
the income will be more if the cream 
is sold. At an average of 25 cents the 
income will be about the same, but 
a large amount of ^’ork will be saved 
by selling the cream. 
If the farmer 
does not have a cream separator he 
should get one if four cows or more 
are milked. A machine will more than 
pay for itself within a year when ten 
cows are kept by the additional butter 
saved. 
Four cows with a separator 
will make as much butter as five of 
the same grade without a separator. 
The fifth one represents the loss in 
butterfat in the skim milk.

Nutritive Value or Digestibility 
of the Product. 


When milk is held at 145 degrees F 
for 30 minutes, all the disease-produc­ 
ing bacteria, so far as can be ascer­ 
tained, are completely destroyed. 
At 
the same time a larger percentage of 
the bacteria that cause milk to sour 
and a smaller percentage of those 
that cause it to rot are left than when 
a higher temperature is employed. 
Pasteurized at a low temperature, milk 
undergoes no change w*hich affects its 
nutritive value or its digestibility. Sub­ 
jection to a temperature of 150 degrees 
F. or more, however, does result in 
certain chemical changes. 
The time 
is coming when virtually all market 
milk sold at retail in cities will be 
pasteurized.

PREVENT GROWTH OF HORNS 


In Using Caustic Potash the Applica 
tion Must Be Made Before Calf 
Is One Week Old. 


Caustic potash is the chemical used 
for preventing the growth of horn on 
young calves. 
The application must 
be made before the calf is one week 
old. in order to be effective. 
The hair is clipped away from the 
small buttons which may be felt and 
which are the future horns. 
A stick 
of caustic potash is then moistened 
and rubbed on the spot until the skin 
bleeds slightly. 
The calves must not be permitted 
to run out in the rain for several 
days after the appHca**on 
the caus 
tic. as the water is likely to wash the 
caustic down into the eyes with dam 
aging results.

Mrs. Frances Westmoreland is close 
to HO years old now. For over twenty 
years her home has been the infir­ 
mary, except a short while when she 
resided with the family of a son in a 
northern state. 
When her husband died, the wid­ 
ow’s two sons, only recently married, 
were just starting out in life. 
She 
had reared these sons to be honest, 
industrious men, and loved them with 
the almost idolatrous affection Jeanne 
IX)re had for her boy Jacques. So sen­ 
sitive was she of embarrassing them 
while they were making the struggle 
to get a foothold that she refused to 
make her home with either of them 
at the time, but came to Macon vol­ 
untarily and asked the authorities to 
accept 
her 
at 
the 
infirmary as a 
county charge, explaining that she was 
blind and could not work, and that her 
sons were unable to care for her. 
“But by and by,” she added, “one 
or the other will get a start, and then 
he will come for me.” 
She said it with the conviction that 
a good Christian shows in his God, 
and the county court made the order 
admitting her as a county charge. 
The old lady—she was then about 
60—brought with her a few old things 
from the home where she and her 
husband had resided so long—an an­ 
cient clock run by weights, the old 
family Bible, some patch work quilts 
and a shawl or two. 
“I will not be here long,” she told 
the superintendent, “and I just fetch­ 
ed along a few things I might need.” 


“ Fetched” Old Clay Pipe. 
One 
of 
the things she “fetched” 
was an old clay pipe, for “grandma” 
proudly admitted that she was an in­ 
veterate smoker. 
“It’s a heap o’ comfort to me,” she 
explained, “me bein’ blind, you know.” 
The superintendent and his family 
took 
to 
the blind woman at once. 
They gave her a nice room, saw to it 
that she was well supplied with “bac­ 
cy” and when any of tim attendants 
had time they would read to her out 
of the Bible. 
A year or tw'o went by. 
Once or 
twice the blind woman was asked how 
her sons were getting along. 
“Pretty poorly,” she replied; “crops 
ain’t been *good on ’count of the

kind matron farewell. 
“You’ve all been so good to me,” 
she said, “I almost hate to leave.” 
“And 
we 
hate 
to have you go, 
grandma,” returned the matron. “It’s 
like breaking home ties. 
But if any­ 
thing ever happens you know you are 
welcome to come back to us.” 
So the blind woman left the insti­ 
tution which had harbored 
her 
so 
many years. 
She was no longer “on 
the county,” but was lo have a home 
of her own, and with the son she loved 
so well . The wrinkles seemed to soft­ 
en in the fine old face, and she talked 
with the enthusiasm of a child. 
The son’s home was all she had 
dreamed. 
She had a room to herself 
and was shown all the care that a lov­ 
ing mother might expect from a de­ 
voted son.

son saw something was wrong.

day he went into her robin and found 
her groping about for wearing apparel, 
which she was placing in her valise. 
“What on earth are you doing, mo­ 
ther?” he asked. 
She tottered over to him and laid a 
wrinkled hand upon his shoulder. 
Was Getting 
Homesick. 
“Son,” she said, in a 
voice 
that 
trembled, “I—I—I'm homesick—I can’t 
stand it any longer. 
You been good 
to me—the very best sort of a son-— 
but—but I—I want to go back down 
thar!” 
He tried to reason with her. 
She 
could have anything she vv anted 
he 
was able to care for her, and wanted 
her to stay with him—she must not 
go back “down there.” 
“You don’t understand, 
son,” 
she 
told him. 
“I been there so long that 
I can’t get weaned—I must—I must 
go back. 
So the son who had been striving 
for eighteen years to make a home 
for her had to journey with her back 
to Missouri. 
Of course, being a non­ 
resident of the state, the county au­ 
thorities could have refused 
to 
re­ 
ceive her, but they waived the law, 
and promptly admitted her, and when 
the matron escorted her to her old 
room, which had remained undisturb­ 
ed during her absence, the blind wo­ 
man bent down and kissed the COV 
erlets of the litle iron cot which she 
knew was hers.

of the Missouri law regulating the ad­ 
m inistration of estates 
was 
recom­ 
mended in the report of the commit­ 
tee on legislation 
of 
the 
Missouri 
B ankers’ association at 
the 
annual 
convention of the association. The re­ 
port of the committee says in part: 
Owing to the law as to the adm in­ 
istration 
of 
theestates 
of 
non­ 
residents which requires adm inistra­ 
tion by residents of the state, our 
banks labor under serious difficulties, 
especially those banks in the border 
cities, in soliciting personal accounts 
from other states. 
It would be of m a­ 
terial benefit to us if the law were so 
amended that in the case of non-res­ 
ident decedent appointed in the state 
of his residence be allowed to: 
(a) 
Collect secured or unsecured 
notes ol debtors residing in Missouri 
and give full release and discharge for 
the amount. 
(b) 
Collect any am ount to credit 
of deceased in any 
national 
bank, 
state bank, trust company c r other 
financial institution in Missouri, and 
give full release and discharge for the 
amount. 
(c) 
T ransfer shares of stock in any 
corporation in the state. 
(d) 
All the foregoing, of course, to 
be subject to such inheritance taxes 
as may be imposed by the state. 
The 
above provisions should apply to the 
estates of minors and insane persons. 
Missouri bonds of every description 
would 
be 
more 
salable and conse­ 
quently able to command a lower rate 
of interest if 
our 
laws 
could 
be 
amended to provide for a speedy ad­ 
judication of validity of bond issues 
at time of issuance, thus precluding 
any possibility of litigation. 
There is 
no need of calling attention to our tax 
laws, with the glaring inequalities in 
rates of assessm ent on different class­ 
es of property. Let us hope that some 
day the taxation question will be so 
adjusted that bank stock will receive 
more equitable treatm ent.

“That is false! Even at the risk of 
being condemned to membership in 
the Roosevelt Ananias club of 1911 
we must contradict the honorable ex­ 
president of the United States. 
“The Illinois Staats Zeitung never 
indorsed any policy 
that 
tended to 
‘keep the United States impotent for 
self-defense.’ It is a vile falsehood if 
the colonel really said that the Illi­ 
nois Staats Zeitung backs any move­ 
ment for that purpose. We print in 
the American—(and Judge Landis, of 
Chicago, is our authority for calling 
our language the American instead of 
the English)—language, every 
Sun­ 
day the principles 
of

Staats Zeitung. One of the planks in 
that platform of principles is ’the na­ 
tionalizing

we are independent in finances as 
well as in politics, and therefore dare 
to answer Mr Roosevelt’s attack in 
a fearless and truthful manner.
